By  his  office,  the  Vicar  General 
ranks  higher  than  all  other 
priests  in  the  diocese  and  even 
though  not  formally  invested,  is 
entitled  to  the  designation 
Monsignor. 

According  to  Our  Sunday  Visi¬ 
tor,  “In  selecting  Father  Mun¬ 
govan,  the  Bishop  not  only  had  in 
mind  his  long  service  in  the  dio¬ 
cese,  his  popularity  with  the 
priests,  and  the  confidence  they 
impose  in  him,  but  believed  that 
the  Vicar  General  should  live  in 
the  western  part  of  the  diocese, 
because  the  clergy  who  live  closer 
to  Fort  Wayne  may  receive  the 
same  service  through  the  Chan¬ 
cery  Office  as  they  could  from

VICAR  GENERAL

the  Vicar  General. 

“It  is  not  necessary,  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Church,  for  the 
Bishop  to  have  a  Vicar  General, 
but  it  is  customary  for  the  Bis¬ 
hop  to  divide  his  work,  granting 
to  the  Vicar  General  faculties  I 
equal  to  those  held  by  himself  j 
unless  he  should  make  special 
reservations.” 

After  being  graduated  from  Bt. 
Joe,  Father  Mungovan  went  to 


Mount  St.  Mary  Seminary,  Nor¬ 
wood,  O.  He  was  ordained  May 
24,  1902.  After  serving  as  as¬ 
sistant  at  St.  Patrick’s,  Fort 
Wayne,  for  five  years,  he  was 
made  pastor  at  Areola  and  its 
mission  Pierceton,  where  he  re¬ 
mained  until  1914.  However,  he 
built  a  new  church  at  Areola  be¬ 
fore  he  was  transferred  to  Bt. 
Paul’s,  Valparaiso,  where  he 
spent  15  years.  Following  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Edward  Bar¬ 
rett,  in  1929,  Father  Mungovan 
was  appointed  pastor  of  All 
Saints,  Hammond.  iShortly  after 
his  appointment  he  built  a  new 
church  to  replace  the  original 
place  of  worship  which  was  con¬ 
nected  with  the  school. 

The  name  Mungovan  frequently 
appeared  in  old  issues  of  the 
Collegian  as  a  half  back  in  the 
football  lineup,  as  an  officer  of 
the  C.  L.  S.,  as  a  member  of  the 
Collegian  staff,  as  a  student  on 
the  Honor  Roll,  and  as  an  officer 
in  the  military  organization.
